At last the Wost River is cpensd to foreign 
trade. Thanke to the energy and tact dis- 
played by Sir Claude Macdonald, the Brit- 
ish Minister at Peking, the waterways of 
South China aro now thrown open to tho 
commerce of all foroign nations; for it 
must not be forgotten that in securing tho 
opening of Treaty Ports on the West River, 
with supplementary ‘ports of call,’ the 
British Minister has sought no special: pri- 
vilegos for his own nationals. Itis charac- 
teristic of the whole of, Brilish negotiations 
with Chins that no-potty selfish ambitions 
have prompted our successive Ministers, and 
that whatever conceusions for trading faci- 
lities have beon wrung from the Chinese 
officiuls have beon for the benofit of all 
In this, 
British diplomacy differs from the French 
and Russian ; the representatives of these 


foreigners without exception. 


Powers aro consistently working 
for material or territorial advantages in 


two 


which they shall have exclusive privileges. 
Tho West River is now open, however, to 
foreign trade generally. We hope the ad- 
vantngo that will accrue tv Hongkong will 
be pornianent and cumulative. At first, 
we need not look for any extracrdinary in- 
eroase of trade, but the opportunities now 
afforded Hongkong merchants of reaching 
the'markets in the interior of the South- 
Western Provinces must re-act favourably 
upon the transit trade of the Colony, 
whilst, on the other hand, the inducoments 
held out to native buyers to visit Canton, 
Macao or Hongkong cannot. fait to develop 
direct trading ss hus never, hitherto been 
Thore was a time when the trade 
with the region lying to the north and east 
of Wuchow, on the West River, was carried 
on almost entirely with Hongkung: It 
was a small trade, it is true, but it 
has developed considerably during the 
past few years, and the unfortunate 
feature of it all is that the trade now reach- 
ea these inland ‘districts by way of Bhang- 
hai and one or other of the ports in the 
Upper Yangtso valley. Paradoxical as it 
may appear, it has been the experience of 
traders that foroign. imported goods could 
penetrate Kwangtung and Kwangsi by tho 
circuitous routes radiating from Hankow 
easier than they could from Hongkong. 
With tho West River available for tho dis- 
semination of foreign manufactures all this 
will be changed. . It is only a matter of 
time until the Provinces of Kweichau and 
Yunnan are reached and the export and 
import trade doyeloped, and whether the 
prospective trade passes over tho competing 
French or English railwaya on the Western 
frontier, or whether it goes down the Red 
River and its tributaries or reaches Can- 


the case. 


‘lton, Macao or Hongkong by the West 


River. and its confluents, the benefits, 
ultimately, ta the foreign manufacturers in 
search of new markets will be incalculable. 
Thanks to the myopic policy pursued by 
the French in Tonkin, they are throwing 
away their own opportunities, and inatend 
of attracting trade across the bordor from 
China they have repelled it, and obliged 
the native carriers to seek easier routes to 
the sen, For along time to come the West 
River will supply the casicst and best 
means of transport to and from the interior 
of South-west China. 

Sir Claude Macdonald's telegram an- 
nouncing the opening of the river. intimates 
thot Consul Byron Brenan, who has re- 
turned to his post at Canton after complet- 
ing his tour (in the interests of British 
trade) through China, Japan.and Formosa, 
is placed in charge of the whole West 
River. question. It is evident from 
this that Sir Claude has accepted the 
assurances of the 
their true.value, and that ho ‘has propar- 
ed not only for any emergency but that 
he intends to push his West River suc- 
coss to a most complete victory. His pre- 
cautions are not superfluoua. Hard hit by 
the revision of the lekin rogulationy, with- 
out which the mero declaration of the open- 
ing of the river would have been worthless 
{as it was, in fact, throughout the whole of 
1896), the Chinese officials are adopting 
measures by which they hope to recoup

We do nut under-tate the dith- 
cullies of tho task that the Japsneso have 
tu perform in Formosa, or the profoundly 
discontented spirit that seems to animate 
many of the natives. « Insurrectiuns in the 
interior at places difiicalt of access, where 
a forco of military or police can not be oauily 
inassed, are, perhaps, temporarily inevit- 
able. But tho march ef 600 raiders upon a 
suburb of the capital, and the fact that thoy 
were left unmolested long enough to lot

and Taipeh far beyond the rango of dis- 
turbancy, the Japanese wero obliged to 
prepare for receiving the raiders in the 
vicinity of thuee pleces, or, at any rate, 
were not able to establish a complete 
cordon of protection. More vigorous and 
thorovgh measures are evidently needed. 
The task ought not to be moro arduous 
than was that awaiting the British in Bur- 
mah, yet the pacification of that vast ter- 
ritory—extending over an area larger than 
the main island of Japan; may be said to 
have been fully completed within twelve 
months. Japan is very deeply interested 
in the world's verdict about her administrs- 
tion of Formosa,- and though her people 
seem to recugnise the fact, and to be aware 
that thoy are on public trial in the matter,- 
their practical cifurts can searcely be said 
to rise to the level of the accasion.—Japan 
Mail.

THE POSTAL CONGRESS. 

Washington, May 11.—-Maritime postal 
rates were reconsidered to-day by a sub- 
committee of the ways and means of tho 
Universal Postal Congress ond a slightly 
diminished reduction from that «formerly 
suggested was fixed. The prosent decision 
provides for a-reduction. averaging some- 
what more than five per cent. on all foreign 
mails carried by water, Great Britain, as

offered by Belgium: This forma a sliding 
soalo. covering a period of several years.
